/images and to have a separate section or sections covering selected colored images as many

(2) The information on the signers is slightly covered on page 22-23 of the 4th edition. Listing 
ithe signers under the various issues they signed was an enormous task. There are 

/ biographical books on prominent people during the Revolutionary War period but many of the 
signers were nothing more than reliable, political or patriotic citizens. Some signers nothing is 
known about. It would need another book or so to include such material. | do not even have 
an index of the signers as a whole as it was difficult to prepare a list of only the Continental 
Currency signers. | thought the printers and engravers, etc. index was more important and did 
that. If | had to included writing anything about Franklin | would need a library to attach. What 
is numismatic is difficult to confine.
